work of legislating In the Interest of 


' the church at 


Two matters of much importance af- 


fecting the administrative work of the 
church trera disposed of. One was the 
rather delicate duty of the episcopacy 
•committee In nxlnc the status and re 
lationship of superannuated bishops to 
the church, and the other a rule re- 
ported by the botrd of church exten- 
sion; and adopted by the conference, 
depriving certain congregations own- 
ing churches costing more than $10.- 
COO of the right to apply to that board 
for financial assistance. 
These two 


matters, together with, the completion 
of the rules of order, exhausted the 
entire session. 


The special order of the day was 


the report of Missionary Bishop Prank 
W. "Warne of India, but upon the re- 
quest of Dr. J. M. Buckley, chairman 
of the committee on episcopacy, the 
rules were suspended in order to per- 
mit consideration of the two mntteis 
above mentioned, and Bishop Warne's 
report was made the special order for 
the nest day. 


Fight Coming on Heresy Charges. 
Dr. Buckley's report on superannu- 


ated bishops occasioned the most ani- 
mated and interesting discussion thus 
far developed in the general confer- 
ence. It brought to the fore some of 
the dominant figures of the conference 
and the delegates Ticre entertained b/ 


. the clear reasoning and eloquent ex- 


pressions of some of Its best orntois. 


The charges of heresy made by Dr. 


Mnnhall and others against the Gar- 
rett Biblical institute and the Boston 
school of theology continue to occupy 
the attention of the members ot tho 
committee on education and to be tho 
absorbing topic among the conference 
delegates. The sub-committee of five 
having in charge the investigation oE 
this important matter has made a re- 
port to the full committee, but the n>> 
tacks of Dr. Munhall and other sup- 
porters of the heresy charges were so 
spirited that the committee voted not 
to accept the report, but to resubmit It 
•with the Instructions to give the mat- 
ter more careful and thorough con- 
sideration. 


The first taste of stirring debate 


participated In by the conspicuous 
figures cf the conference was given 
toe delegates when the report of the 
•episcopacy committee upon, the matter 
•of retiring bishops and fixing their 
subsequent relations to the church 
•was taken up. 
The paragraph that 


provoked discussion reads: 


Buckley Convinces Conference. 


"A. superannuated general superin- 


tendent is relieved from the obliga- 
tion to travel through his connection 
at large and may choose the place of 
his residence. 
Ha shall^ not; be as- 


signed to the presidency of annual 
conferences nor make appointments 
but if requested by a "bishop presiding 
ne may take tie chair temporarily ii 
general or annual conference, and at 
the request of tho bishop presiding in 
the annual conference, he may ordahi 
candidates previously elected to or- 
•ders." 


Dr. A B Leonard offered an amend- 


ment to strike out all after the wor.1 
•"residence" and substitute "he mav 
perform, temporarily, upon invitation 
of a general superintendent, any func- 
tion that belongs to a general super- 
intendent except make appointments." 


This amendment was supported by 


Judges Lohr and Warnock, lay dele- 
gates, and Doctors A. B. Leonard and 
Lyttle. 


When Dr. Buckley finished a speech 


In favor of the adoption of the com 
mlttoe's report, the "vote was practi- 
cally unanimous in fa\ or of Us -adop- 
tion
